MODEMS REVISITED 
by Duane Hewitt 


Last summer I 
using the modem 
computers. I know it is hard to 
remember how things were done ona 
demo so lets take another look. 

First of all try not to be 
afraid of them, they won’t bite even 
if some of them are Byte-Back type 
(sorry). You will need a modem 
program of some type or other. I use 
MTERM with LOADER V to do my _ = land 
line communication. When I am on 
PACKET radio I use SPECTERM 64. It 
will give you 64 column and will alsa 
let you do 300 baud. Remember, the 
2050 modem will only do 300 baud. No 
problem, most all BBS’s' will do 300 
baud. Plug the 2050 modem into the 
back port of your computer, I am 
talking 2068 but you can do it the 
same way on the 1500, 1000, or ZX &i, 
as long as the program is’ for your 
particular model. 

OK, after plugging in the modem 
load the program and it will come up 
with a menu if you are using LOADER 
V. Choose "1" which will get you into 
MTERM. Hit ENTER until you see the 
large menu. Read this menu several 
times so you understand what the 
different letters will give you. If 
you are going to put in some tele- 
Phone numbers so you have auto dial 
of your BBS choose "C". This will 
Give you a menu with several letters

which will be the choices’ for your 
BBS’s. Enter "A". Now you will have 
another menu. It will want to know 


several things about the BBS that you 
are entering in the auto dial list. 
First enter "A" which is the choice 
to enter the name of the BBS. Next 
enter "“B" which is for the telephone 
number. Now you will want to be sure 
the main menu shows the correct 
parameters for this particular BBS 
such as 8-1 and none, because when 
you enter "C" choice on the _ BBS 
information menu it will enter’ the 
Parameters as on the main menu. Go 
back to main menu with the ENTER key 
and repeat for the next BBS. 

TERMINAL MODE: to enter terminal 


mode start with the main menu. Push 
ENTER key once or twice as required 
when you are in terminal mode. There 
will be a blank screen with a curser 


in the upper left corner. 
CONTINUE® ON PAGE 5 
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You can also dial the BBS number 
with the phone. Then when you hear 
its tones connect to it. This is done 
by getting the modem program into the 
terminal mode, then press SHIFT & 
ENTER. The bottom left of the screen 
will show "MODEM CMD?" and "M". Dial 
the telephone number of the BBS. When 
you hear tones press the ENTER key. 


Soon the screen will show "CONNECT" 
and the cursor will return to the 
upper left of the screen. The BBS 


will start printing on your screen. 
Answer the questions the BBS asks. Be 
prepared to give a password after 
which don’t forget what is was or you 
will or you will not be able to sign 
on again. 

You may find that the letters 
come up on the screen double, that is 
two of each as “AASS TTHHIISS". Don’t 
worry, go back to the main menu and 
change the "DUP" from half to full. 

Now lets get to it and start 
doing some telecommunicating. I don’t 
have a BBS telephone number for you 
in Portland, but you will find it in 
the BITS & BYTES column for this 
month. When you log on there will be 
a section of the BBS that will list 
all of the boards in town. HAVE FUN!
